Brewers and the Anti-Saloon

Cincinnati. 

Cincinnati, April 6.— This city is now 
to witness the unusual coalition of 
brewers end the Anti-Saloon League 
and the Municipal Reform League in a 
united effort to put the bad saloon 
keeper out of business. 

Througn the efforts of the Ohio Brew- 
ers’ Association, the state legislature 
passed the Dean “character” law, under 
| which the saloon keeper must swear to 
a number of tnterrogatives as to 
whether he has violated the Sunday 
| closing law or allowed minors to enter 
his saloon, and so on. 

If the saloon keeper answers “No” to 
all the interrogatories, but it is found 
he has not given a correct answer to 
a single one, his license is to be re- 
voked, and it is otherwise stringent. | 

The Dean law also says that only 
American citizens can run a saloon. A 
large number of foreigners run saloons 
in this city, but the federal court will 
rot hear naturalization cases until 
September, while the Dean law went 
into effect April 1. The point as to 
when the law will be applied to the 
foreigner who runs a saloon, on the 
score of his naturalization, has not yet 
been settled. 

The brewer’ deciafe they will aid the 
reformers in an effert to put the bad 
saloon keeper out of business.

$60,000 BLAZE 
AT WARRENTON 


Courthouse Is Laid in 
Ruins by Flames. 


The Harper House, Office of 
Dr. R. J. Lockett and Resi- 
dence of W. L. Wicker Are 
Among Buildings Destroyed. 
Fire Under Control. 


Warrenton, Ga., April 6.—(Special)— 
Fire, which broke out in the residence 
of C. W. Cason at lo o’clock topight, de- 
stroyed the county court house, réduced 
to ashes the Harper house, and laid in 

the residence of W. L. Wicker and 
the offices of Dr. R. J. Lockett. The 
loss will aggregate more than $60,000, 
according to conservative estimates. 

The fire was discovered in the kitchen 
of the Cason home. It had gained con- 
Siderable headway and fanned dy a 
stiff breeze, spread rapidly. The two 
‘buildings between the Cason residence 
and the courthouse were soon destroyed 
and dhe county building itself next 
wem. After the courthouse the offices 
of the Warrenton Clipper became ig- 
nited and burned rapidly. Tue loss 
here was extremely heavy, as was the 
case in the Harper House, which is 
completely destroyed. 

At this time it is hard to obtain in- 
telligent ideas as to the exact extent 
of the loss, but most conservative esti- 
mates put it well over the $60,000 
mark: ‘Ihe courthouse building was 
worth more than 813,000, it is stated, 
while thé loss at the Harper Hause is 
probably even larger. The loss at the 
Clipper office is estimated at $7,500. 

The town and surrounding districts 
were wildly excited while the fire was 
in progress. Every man who was able 
to secure a bucket worked hard to 
get the flames in check, and the effort 
was successful shortly after i2 o'clock. 
At is by far the worst fire Warrenton 
nas ever seen.

He was brought to the police station 
at night, where the charge of suspicion. 
was lodged against him until Postoffice 
Inspector George M. Sutton, of the 
government secret service, who has 
the letters, can secure a warrant for 
his arrest by the federal authorities.

for nipping it in the bud should be 
given to Mr. Candler, who notified the 
police and seeret service authorities at 
once, and to Detectives Tom Lockhart 
and Eugene Coker, who closed in on 
the confessed author of these threaten- 
ing letters, and who made the arrest 
and put him through the third degree, 
which resulted in his confession, and 
the implication of “three men I don’t 
know, who threatened to kill me if I 
didn’t write the letters.” 
“Not until Johnson was brought face 
to face with Mr. Candler did the boy 
break down and confess. Up to that 
time he stoutly maintained his inno- 
‘ence. 


HOMES OF THE CANDLERS 
GUARDED BY DETECTIVES 


The detectives have been on the case 
since Monday, and all Monday night, 
the time designated for the money to 
be left under the steps at the pastor’s 
study of the Inman Park Methodist 
ehurch, that section of the church was 
under heavy guard, as were the homes 
of all the Candlers in Inman Park. 
Nor did thig vigil let up during Tues- 


— 


day, though on Monday night no et- 
fort was made to get the package 
which Mr. Candler had placed under 
the steps as directed. But the capture 
came as a result of a telephone call 
upon Mr. Candler, by Johnson, yester- 
day afternoon, while Mr. Candler was 
in his private office at the Coca-Cola 
building. At this time they agreed 
upon the time, place and the amount 
of money to be deposited. 

Mr. Candler recognized the boy’s 
voice, and held him on the wire, talk- 
ing and argulng the amount to be left, 
until a policeman could be gotten on 
the wire, too, to hear the details. 

Had it not been for this boldness, it 
is probable he would have avoided 
capture. It was, too, due to his quick 
submission, when ordered to halt, that 
he was not killed, as the two detec- 
tives had him covered, and stood ready 
to shoot at the first move he made. 

Johnson was unarmed, and submitted 
quietly to his arrest. . 

It was on last Friday Mr. Candler re- 
ceived the first threatening letter, 
which was signed with the character- 
istic Black Hand. It was printed in 
lerge letters, in an effort to disguise 
the handwriting, and addressed to Mr. 
Candler at his Coca-Cola office, No. 179 
Edgewood avenue. 

This letter was the one which con- 
tained the dire threat of death and 
destruction. 

Mr. Candler was alarmed, naturally, 
more for his children and his family 
than himself. He consulted with his 
boys; they agrecd not to mention it to 
anyone, and to turn the letter over to 
Inspector Sutton. Mr. Candier became 
suspicious that his every action was 
watched, and, to keep from giving any

CANDLER DRAWS CHECK 
FOR $35,000 DEMANDED 


Just prior to leaving the bank Mon- 
day morning, Mr. Candler sent a ripple 
of comment through the bank by send- 
ing to the paying teller his personal 
check for $35,000, the amount demanded 
in the note. He took this amount of 
currency home with him, Monday night. 
in the meanwhile Mr. Candler had tip- 


ved off the detective department, and 


Monday afternoon four picked men were 
sent out and secreted in the church to 
watch for the person, or persons, who 
came to look under the pastor’s study 
for the money. 

Other detectives and policemen were 
Placed at the Candler home and those of 
his children, near by, to stand guard, 
for no one knew what was coming and 
all were fighting in the dark. 

The note had advised that the money 
be placed at the appointed place before 
9 o’clock, and this was done. 

Then began the all-night vigil. 

Every approaching person, from either 
direction, was plainly seen in the moon- 
light and covered with two or more guns 
from the moment he came in sight un- 
til he passed off into the shadows. 

An attempt to have touched the packet 
under the steps would have been sui- 
cidal. 

All night long and until Tuesday morn- 
ing these weary watchers kept steady 
vigil. 

With the approach of Tuesday, the day 
eet in the letter for their doom, the ten- 
8ion became even tighter.

“Well, give me $15,000 this afternoon, 
and the other later,” the voice said.

Ex-Dictator Won't Be Al- 
lowed to Land at Trinidad 


Great Britain Acts at the Re- 

~ quest of the United States. 
Powers Will Try to Prevent 
: Castro Making Trouble. 


Port of Spain, Trinidad, April 6.—At 
the urgent request of the state depart- 
ment at Washington, communicated to 
the London foreign office, the British 
government has decided not to permit 
Cipria Castro, former president of 
Venezuela, to land at Trinidad. 


‘Cipriano Castro is returning to the 
West Indies from Europe with the 
avowed purpose of recovering the 
Presidency of Venezuela. He left 
France March 26 on board the steamer 
Guadeloupe. Where he purposes to 
land is not definitely known. 

His original intention was to leave 
the steamer at La Guaira, the port of 
Caracas, but the Venezuelan govern- 
ment at first refused its permission. 
Subsequently this refusal was with- 
drawn, but at his own peril. It was 
then said that Castro would leave the 
Guadeloupe at Trinidad to await de- 
velopments, and watch nis opportunity 
from that port. It was also said that 
he might continue on to Colon for the 
same purpose. 

The Guadeloupe is due at Trinidad 
April 10 and at Colon April 15. 

The latest advices from Caracas in- 
timated that Juan Vicente Gomez, the 
president of Venezuela, contcmplated 
 vesigning in favor of one of the vice 
‘presidents of the republic. 

Why Washington Acted. 


Washington, April 6.—The news that 
the British government has decided not 
to permit Castro to land at Trinidad 
fs in conformity with the understand- 
ing of the state department. It is said 
that prior to the exchange of views of 
the several powers interested in main- 
taining order in Venezuela, Great Brit- 
ain had shown a disposition not to 
allow Castro to interfere with condi- 
tions established after his stormy 
reign. Just what course will be taken 
to accomplish this is even now not 
known here, but that it will be done 
effectively is not doubted. 

Castro at Guadeloupe. 

Pointe Apitre, Guadeloupe, April 6.— 
The steamer Guadeloupe, with Cipriano 
Castro, the former president of Venez- 
ela, on board, arrived here today from 
France. She will stay in port over night 
and continue on her way tomorrow. 
Her next stopping place is Basse Terre, 
Guadeloupe. Senor Castro did not come 
ashore here.

Ten Michigan Breweries

Over Two-Thirds of Saloons 
Attacked. by Dry“ People

Detroit, Mich, Apri] 6.—Upward of siz 
kundred saloons and ten breweries will 
be forced out of business in the nine- 


teen counties of the state which voted 
“dry” at yesterday’s election. Returns 
late last night gave the “drys” 20 of 
the 27 counties in which the liquor 
question was voted upon, but day-later 
figures swing Iosco county, which has 
seventeen saloons, into the “wet” col- 
umn by 172 majority. In the eight 
counties which the liquor interests car- 
ried there are a total of about 300 
saloons, givingg the Anti-Saloon League 
victory over two-thirds of the saloons 
which they attacked. 

The slender majority of forty-one 
votes which the “drys” received in 
Jackson county, where there is a pop- 
ulation of 47,000, indicates the bitter- 
ness of the fight that was carried on 
a6 A recount is considered a ¢éer- 
tainty in this county. Washtenaw, 
Berrien, Monroe and Ottawa counties 
were the four big “wet” . victories. 
Washtenaw, with the University of 
Michigan within its borders, rejected 
prohibition by 800 majority.

Gov. Gilchrist to Take Hand in 
Searching for Lynchers of 
Alexander — Second of Its 

Kind in Last Few Months. 


Pensacola, Fle. April 6.—Governor 


Gilchrist, who is bitterly oposed to 
lynchings is to take a hand in the 
lynching of the negro Dave Alexander, 
here Monday morning, according to ad- 
vices from Tallahassee today. 

The governor stated that he would 
not be hasty in his actions, as he de- 
sireq to have all possible light on the 
matter, but that he intends to make a 
most thorough investigation of the at- 
fair gs it is the second of its kind to 
occur within four or five months. He 
had previously ordered the sheriff to 
use all precautions, and call for assist - 
ance if necéssary. The prisoner was 
not in custody of the’ sheriff at the 
time, however, the police having charge 
of him.

Woman’s Testimony Was of 
Most Revolting Nature—Is 
a Physical Wreck. 


Philadelphia, April 6.—Twenty-five 
years imprisonment in the Eastern pen- 
itentfary and a $2,000 fine was the sen- 
tence imposed by Judge Barrett’ here 
today when George Washington, a 
negro, who was convicted of Holding 
Mrs. Billa Curtin, white, a prisoner in 
his room and Ill-treating and robbing 
her. Mrs. Curtin went to the negro’s 
home to make arrangements to have her 
trunks moved to a storage house. 

She alleged that Washington kept her 
a prisoner in his room from March 25 
to 29. She was rescued by the police, 
who had been notified of the matter 
by another negro roomer in the house. 
The woman, hospital physicians testi- 
fied today, is a physical wreck as the 
result of her experience. Several times 
while testifying today to the revolting 
nature of her experiences, she collapsed 
on the stand. The jury quickly convict- 
ed Washington and he was given the 
full penalty of the law.

IN THEODORE ROOSEVELT 


French Correspondents Report Some Interesting Talk by 


the Ex-President—Some Preaching 
by Roosevelt. 


Paris, April 6—The French press is 
displaying great interest and curiosity 
in Theodore Roosevelt. When the cae- 
sar of modern democracy goes hunting, 
Europe, Asia, Africa and America climb 
to their windows and watch the caravan 
of publicity pass“ is the way one of 
the papers describes Mr. Roosevelt's 
journey to East Africa. 

A majority of the French correspon- 
dents sent to Naples to chronicle their 
impressions of Mr. Roosevelt say the 
former president of the United States 
is absorbed in himself. They describe 
his cabin as filled with his books and 
littered with photographs of himself and 
the members of his family. They say 
tne only object not relating to Roosevelt 
himself in his cabin was a photograph 
of Emperor William, bearing the impe-

Turn- 
ing to politics, he said he had been elect- 
ed to the presidency as a representa- 
tive of honesty against the power of

Winston-Salem, N. C., April 6.—Former 
United States Senator Marion Butler, 
and his brother, Lester Butler, were 
convicted in Guilford superior court to- 
day.of criminally libeling Republican 
State Chairman S. B. Adams by the pub- 
ication in The Caucasian, a weekly 
newspaper owned and operated by the 
Butlers, in which serious allegations 
were made against Adams’ integrity and 
honesty. 

Adams’ acts, as chief justice of the 
Indian court in Oklahoma, in 1906, were 
severely condemned by the paper in its 
fight against Adams’ reelection as chair- 
man of the republican state executive 
committee.

The decision 
of Judge Thomas G. Jones, of the United 
States district court at Montgomery, Ala., 
one of the principal features of the fight 
between the commission and the legisla- 
ture on one side, and the railroads on 
the other, is, thererore, reversed and 
annulled. Regret was expressed in the 
opinion that the state supreme court of 
Alabama had not -first’ been appealed 
to in the matter of testing the laws 
passed in this connection by the Ala- 
bama legislature. | ) 

The court of appeals, Judge Shelby 
handing down the decision, in which 
Judge McCormick concurred, and from 
which Justice Pardee dissented, held 
that, while there could be no question 
raised as to the rights of the federal 
courts to enjoin acts of state legislatures 


in such a case as this, where public 
corporations were concerned, as much 
harm might be done dy granting an in- 
junction as by refusing it. Furthermore, 
the opinion read, preliminary injunc- 
tions have a tendency to delay final de- 
cisions. The injunction was, therefore, 
ordered dissolved, and the case was re- 
manded to the lower court for further 
proceedings. 

The litigation grew out of the en- 
actment of certain laws in 1907, which 
provided for a maximum passenger rate 
of 2% cents a mile, and a material re- 
duction of freight rates on railroads 
within the state of Alabama. The rail- 
roads attacking these statutes were: 

The Western Railway of Alabama; 
Central of Georgia Railway Company; 
South and North Alabama Railroad 
Company; Nashville, Chattanooga and 
St. Louis railway, and the .Louisville 
and Nashville Railroad Company. 

Bilis were filed to restrain the enforce- 
ment of these proposed rates, upon the 
claim that they were confiscatory, and 
also that the statutes denied the rail- 
road companies the equal protection of 
the law, Complaint was also made 
against provisions which made the 
charging of a higher rate of fare than 
that prescribed a misdemeanor, and im- 
posed fine and imprisonment upon any 
employee of a railroad who violated 
these acts. 

The injunction, Which was today dis- 
solved, was sweeping in its effect. By 
its terms the proposed rates were su- 
perseded and suspended until the final 
determination of the cause, All persons 
were restrained from instituting any 
suits against the roads on account of 
refusal] to comply with the provisions of 
the act, prosecuting attorneys were re- 
strained from instituting criminal pro- 
ceedings under the statutes, clerks of 
courts were restrained from performing 
any official duties, and sheriffs from 
making arrests in the connection.

KILLS AND WOUNDS 


Sheriff’s Knock Met by 
Load of Buckshot. 


F. M. Bass Dead and Groover 
Etheridge Lying Desperately 
Wounded as Result of Effort 
to Arrest Negro. 


Brown House, Macon, Ga. April 6.— 
Special.)}—Deputy Sheriff. Frank N. 
Bass is dead and Groover Ethridge is 
lying at his home dangerously wound- 
ed as a result of an effort the two men 
made to arrest Ed Rushin, a negro, at 
the negro’s home, 2 miles from Had- 
docks last night. Ethridge had sworn 
out a warrant against Rushin charging 
him with cheating and swindling, and 
the two men had gone at night to 
serve the warrant. When the officer 
rapped at the negro’s door he was met 
with a load of shot from the shotgun 
Rushin had, and a full load entered 
the body. The shot was fired 80 
quickly that Deputy Sheriff Bass had 
no time to defend himself. 

When the officer was shot dead, Eth- 
ridge turned to save himself, being un- 
armed. As he reached the gate he was 
shot down. The negro at once fled and 
was last seen going into the swamp 
nearby. j 

Sheriff Brooks, S. H. Haddocks and 
Dr. H. L. Akers were hurriedly sum- 
moned, and they found Ethridge weak 
from the loss of blood on the scene of 
the tragedy. A posse of fifty men 
were soon in the woods after the ne- 
gro, but at noon today no arrest had 
been made. 

Bass was a farmer 52 yedrs of age, 
and had many friends. He is survived 
by a wife and three children and two 
Sisters at Haddcks, and ne in Macn, 
Mrs. J. N. McConnell, who resides on 
Forsyth street. The dead man had re- 
sided a long number of years near 
Salem church, in Jones county.

ANALYZING ASSETS OF THE SOIL. : 
The United States department of agriculture has just issued advance 
proofs of the soll survey of Thomas county, made by two of the experts 
of the bureau on soils. 

To the superficially minded, the report might appear as holding interest 
only for the farmers in the immediate locality. 

As a matter of fact, it supplies an accurate, unvarying and verified chart 
of the county’s soil resources, good for all time and furnishing prime in- 
formation for inducements to settlers and as an aid to the natives. 

Incidentally, the general public is, too little informed regarding the func- 
tions of the bureau of soils, and their real value to the prosperity of the 
country. | 

A systematic soil survey of any given territory, means nothing less than 
a scrupulously careful analysis of the purposes for which the acres are 
fitted, what products will thrive there, what methods may be used with the 
best results and, especially, what processes are to be avoided. 

For instance, the following constitutes what may virtually be termed 
the head-notes to the soil survey of Thomas county; it is extremely illus- 


trative: 
The county is probably ahead of any other in the country in the 


production and shipment of watermelons. ‘ 
It also lies in the best part of the sugar cane sirug region. A 


large quantity of sirup is made, and the industry is gradually being ex- 


ed upon a profitable basis. 
1 5 7 Cotton, both the long and short staple’ varieties, is produced 


throughout the area. Corn, oats, velvet beans, cowpeas, sorghum and 
other forage crops, watermelons, sweet potatoes and peanuts (for hogs) 
ure grown extensively throughout the area. a 

Pears. figs, grapes and plums do well on the better drained soils. 
There are unlimited opportunities for the development of the trucking 
industry. Cabbage, cantaloupes, cucumbers, lettuce, radishes, beans, gar- 
den peas, beets, okra, onions, turnips, spinach, etc., can be successfully 
grown. 0 . 
There is a considerable acreage of land which will produce good 
vieids of the very best quality of the Sumatra wrapper tvoe of tobacco. 
There is also a considerable acreage of land highly adapted to the Cuban 
filler tobacco. 

More barn manure should be produced and larger quantities of com- 
ost“ used. Home mixing of fertilizers is commendable. Both cotton 
seed meal and cotton seed are excellent fertilizing materials. 


The extract will give an approximate idea of the throughness and re- 
hability and the practical value of the work.

Already there is on file a great deal of information of which the indi- 
vidual counties might with sure profit avail themselves. 
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. GROWING NEED OF A DELAYED REFORM. 


Experiences such as those of Wisconsin, which is represented in the 
United States senate by a man who admittedly bought his way there, and 
Illinois, where politics of the most flagrant sort has the election of a senator 
indefinitely tied up, furnish the most recent of the continually accumulating 
evidence of the advisability of, if not necessity for, election of senators by 
direct vote of the people. 

Almost every year events in one state or another make it apparent 
that popular election of senators is the only solution of a problem growing 
more and more urgent and pressing. 

Weary of the strain upon it, the Illinois legislature has passed a resolu- 
tion calling upon congress to submit a constitutional amendment to the 
states providing for popular election of senators. 

For that matter the legislature of almost every state in the union has 
done the same thing, but for all the effect it has had upon congress, they 
might as well have “resoluted” upon the composition of the moon or the 
naval extravagance of Great Britain. 

The senators do not want to be elected by the people; it’s a more diffi- 
cult and expensive process. 

But there is a way in which state legislatures can compel congressional 
When the legislatures of two-thirds of the states 
make official, formal demand upon congress to call a constitutional conven- 
tion for the purpose of amending the constitution, the matter will no longer 
remain optional with the national legislative body. 

The constitution gives the states this prerogative, and about half the 
states have taken advantage of it in connection with popular senatorial 
elections. 

A systematic campaign to this end would, no doubt, result, in the course 
of the next year or two, in placing before congress sufficient demands to 
bring about the convention. | 

Once such a convention is called there will remain no further doubt as 
to the submission of such an amendment and its speedy adoption by the 
states. 

Georgia and some other states now have practical election of senators 
by the people through primary systems. 

But for the national good, as well as that of the individual states, this 
principle, of proven value in the primary tests, ought to be written into the 
fundamental law of the country.

ON PORT RATES 


By Manufacturers as Well 
as by Railroads. 


Said That Feen Manufac- 
turers Are Interested in Hav- 
ing the Present Rates Main- 
tained— Much Interest in the 
Hearing. 


It comes from an authoritative source 
that there will probably be a strong 
fight made against port rates on cer- 
tain classes of products, at least. by 
local manufacturers as well as by the 
railroads. 

“On the face of the proposition to 
make the rates between the ports and 
interior points the same in both direo- 
tions, it looks very equitable and just,” 
said a gentleman yesterday who will 
be found in the thick of the fight. 

“But when you come to investigate 
it, as to certain products at least, you 
will find that the lower rates from the 
interior points to the ports were made 
to encourage manufacturing enter- 
prises in the interior of the state, or, 
in other words, to put them on an 
equality with the eastern manufac- 
turers coming into the same territory. 
Now, where rates are lowered from the 
ports upon these products manufac- 
tured at interior points, the result is 
te give the competitor of the Georgia 
manufacturer just that much advan- 
tage. 

Jobbers Want Reductions, 

“On the other hand, the jobbers in 
this territory who handle largely prod- 
ucts made in the east naturally want 
the rates\from the ports lowered. In 
many instances they appear to have 
just complaints, and there is no ques- 
tion but that they can make a good 
showing. 

“So, upon some articles, those which 
are largely manufactured in this ter- 
ritory, the question is going to resolve 
itself largely into one between manu- 
facturer and jobber, and it will remain 
to be seen who has the best of the con- 
tention. 

“There is no question, however, that 
Atlanta and other interior points in 
Georgia are done an injustice when it 
comes to the lower rates given Nash- 
ville from the ports, enabling Nashville 
to ship certain products into this ter- 
ritory at lower rates than those 
charged Atlanta merchants for the 
shorter haul. This is a discrimination 
for which a remedy should be found 
and applied.” 

The port rate hearing before the rail- 
road commission is but the beginning 
of the fight. Its progress will be watch- 
ed with no small interest in every sec- 
tion of the state. 

Replied to Governor's Letter. 

Attention was called at the office of 
the railroad commissién that a reply 
was made, to the letter of Governor 
Smith calling on the commission to 
take up the subject of port rates, im- 
mefiiately after the letter had been re- 
ceived. The governor's letter was ad- 
dressed to the commission on February 
20 last, and the commission’s reply is 
dated February 24. 

Chairman McLendon, of the railroad 
commission, in acknowledging the re- 
eeipt of the governor's letter, inclosed 
with it a copy of a letter which he had 
written to each member of the commis- 
sion, in order that they might familiar- 


dent to its being taken up for consid- 
) eration. 

Chairman McLendon’s letter addressed 
in this connection to each member of 
the commission considers especially 
the subject of port rates on cotton, and 
calls attention to discriminations in 
trates against certain Georgia cities on 
cotton moving to the ports, as com- 
pared with the rates allowed by the 
railroads to Montgomery, Memphis and 
other points outside the state. 

In conclusion, Chairman McLendon 
said; 

„ do not deem it necessary to call 
especial attention to the other matters 
trought to your consideration in the 
governor's letter, and only take up the 
subject of cotton rates because he re- 
fers to what I had previously written 
on this subject. I have no doubt but 
that the commission will give the mat- 
ters referred to by the governor ex- 
haustive investigation.”

COUNCIL ROWS 
WAY BE RESULT 


Of Three Papers Intro- 
duced Last Monday. 


An Insurance Ordinance, Pied - 
mont Park Resolution and a 
| Theater Ordinance Expected 


to Cause a Very Lively Time 
| Among Council Members. 

| There were three matters before the 
general council Monday afternoon which 
| were referred to committees, and which 
will probably cause some very lively dis- 
cussions, if not rows, before they are 
finally acted upon. 

One was an ordinance introduced by 
Alderman Huddleston, providing for the 
appointment of a committee to place in- 
surance on property owned by the city. 
The ordinance states that all such insur- 
ance shall be placed after a conference 
between the chairmen of the followine 
council committees, schools, hospitals, 
grounds waterworks and sanitary affairs, 
The ordinance states that the city’s in- 
surance shall be divided as equally as 
posstble between the insurance agen- 
cies in Atlanta. Councilman Steve John- 
ston said that the ordinance was a re- 
flection on the chairmen of committees, 
whose duty it was to give out the city’s 
insurance. He said he knew that the 
whole scheme was caused by two insur- 
ance agents who wanted to get more in-, 
Surance on the city’s property. Alder- 
man ‘Huddleston replied to this by stat- 
ing that the reason he introduced the 
ordinance was to provide a plan whero- 
Dy the city’s insurance could be equally 
divided, and not given to persona! friends 
of the council members. The ordinance 
came near causing a row during the 
meeting of council, and peace was only 


restored by the reference of the paper to 
the ordinance committee. 


About Piedmont Park. 

Another matter which is likely to cause 
a lively time before it is disposed of 
is a resolution by Councilman Cham- 
bers that calls for the sale of a portion 
of Piedmont park so that the city can 
have a fund with which to convert Lake- 
wood into permanent fair grounds. The 
paper -went to the committee on parks; 
and it is the general:belief that before 
final action on it is taken something bor- 
dering on a councilmanic row will occur. 

About Late Theatergoers. 

The third matter which may cause 
trouble in council is an ordinance intro- 
duced by Councilman Lon Johnson that 
seeks to prohibit proprietors or lessees 
of theaters from allowing patrons to be 
seated during any act of a performance 
uniess such patrons temporarily take 
rear seats. There used to be a rule in” 
Atlanta’s theaters that persons arriving 
late at a performance, or who entered 
while the curtain was up, could not dis- 


The question of the sale of Paris 
green, London purple, rat poisons, bed- 
bug poisons and the like, by general 
dealers was discussed, but no action 
taken. 

Wholesale druggists, jobbers who 
manufacture and manufacturers of 
drugs and medical preparations, it was 
egreed, should be required to have a man 
licensed by the Georgia board of phar- 
macy in charge of such manufacture. 

The following rules relative to the en- 
forcement of the pure food and drug 
Acts, were adopted: 

First, that all first violations of the 
act shall not be prosecuted within thir- 
ty days after due notice has deen 
given; second, that labeling cotton seed 
oll as sweet oll is misbranding; third, 
that the sale of articles such as Peer- 
less paregoric and Peerless laudanum 
as the terms are trade-mark 
terms, provided the label shows the 
amount of opium contained therein; 
fourth, that the sale of veterinary rem- 
edies such as Hollman's Elixir and 
Sloan's Colic Cure, etc., can not be 
made except upon prescription of phy- 
sicians, dentists and veterinary sur- 
geons. 

Dr. T. A. Cheatham, who was appoint- 
ed drug inspector in October, 1908, sub- 
mitted a report, showing that he has in- 
spected the drug stores and general deal- 
ers in two-thirds of the state, or prac- 
tically in all the territory to the south 
of Atlanta. He has inspected 744 dmg 
Stores and found 32 without licensed 
druggists in charge. Several of these 
have since complied with the law. He 
found 200 without polson registers, and 
these promised to secure them at once. 
Dr. Cheatham says he has found few 


‘ violations of the anti-narcotic laws, but 


remarks that all the dealers get wise as 
soon as he comes to town, and express 
the opinion that a man who would vio- 
late that law ought to be hanged, drawn 
and quartered.

Georgia Farmers use more German 
kainit and muriate of potash than those

tilizing materials, Commissioner of Ag- 
riceulture T. G. Hudson says, would cost 
the farmers of this state alone about 
$400,000 annually.

Buta careful look over the Payne 
tariff bill has convinced be that if it 
should go through that instead of the 
burdens of the farmer being lightened 
more burdens would be imposed upon 
him, which, it seems to me, is unfair 
and unjust. 

“I will not undertake to call attention 
to all the particular items by which 
they increase the burdens of the farm- 
er, but would like to call attention espe- 
clally to the Payne tariff bill, as fol- 
lows: 

“The bill proposes to impose a 20 per 
cent tariff on potash salts. Of the pot- 
ash gaits annually consumed in the Unit- 
ed States, about 98 to 99 per cent 
is imported from Geormany, or about 
600,000 tons. The cost of potash salts 
constitutes about 20 per cent of the 
manufacturing cost of fertilizer. 

“Potash is & constituent of all com- 
plete fertilizers, and this burden would 
necessarily fall on the -farmers. of 
all the states, Georgia is the largest 
consumer of sommercial fertilizers, and 
the imposition of such a tariff would take 
out of the pockets of the farmers of thig 
State approximately $400,000 annually.

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STANDARD OIL LAUDED 
BY ATTORNEY MILBURN 


He Says the Trust Has Done 
Much for American 
Commerce. 


St. Louis, April 6.—John G. Milburn, 
of New York, the Standard Of] Com- 
pany's chief counse] of record, late to- 
day began the presentation of the de- 
fendant’s side of the case in the gov- 
ernment's suit to dissolve the Standard 
Oil Company of New Jersey for alleged 
violations of the Sherman act, now, be- 
fore the United States circuit court. 
Although Mr. Milburn addressed the 
court only forty minutes, he found time 
in that brief period to tell much of the 
early history of the Standard Oil cor- 
poration from the viewpoint of the de- 
fense. The two principal points made 
up to the closing hour by Mr. Millburn 
were that the corporation. had done 
much for American industries and com- 
merce and that the oll business of the 
early days was of a nondescript type. 

Wherever,“ said he. “the foot of ciy- 
ilized man has trod; wherever the hoof 
of the camel has made its imprint upon 
the sands of the desert, or wherever an 
artificial light is burned, and wherever 
flies the flag of any nation, there will 
be found the product of Standard Oil. 
tue product of America and Ameri- 
rans.’ 

The federal attorney, Mr. Kellogg, 
concluded his opening address for the 
government shortly: afternoon, and then 
C. B. Morrison, formerly United States 
attorney in Chicago and now Mr. Kel- 
logg’s chief associate, finished the gov- 
ernment’s opening argument by a dis- 
cussion of the alleged unfair competi- 
tion, scoring the Standard Oil Company 
for its alleged secret gathering of re- 
ports, shawing the business of competi- 
tors, and charging it further with main- 
taining a secret spy system. Among 
other independents mentioned as hav- 
ing been spied' upon was the firm of 
Hisgen Prothers, of Alany, N. Y., the 
senior member of which, Thomas His- 
gen, was the Independence League can- 
didate for the presidency.

The women kissed their 
hands to him, the children threw fiow- 
ers in his path argl the men cheered 
wildly. It was a spontaneous greeting 
to one who had been their friend.

„Jam glad and proud as an Ameri- 
can citizen that my country could dv 
something to help this immense disas- 
ter, for which even all the assistance 
in the world would be insufficient.” 

Roosevelt Deeply Moved. 

Mr. Roosevelt and his party pene- 
trated into the interior of the town, 
now a desert waste, practically com- 
posed of a gigantic rubbish ‘heap, from 
twenty to thirty feet in height. 

The former president was deeply 
moved by the pitiful spectacle of a city 
destroyed and on the way back to the 
sed front, he spoke most sympathetic- 
ally of the sufferings of the Sicilians 
and of the mysterious influence that 
held them to their devasiated country.

New York, April 6.—The demand for 
stocks today encountered an amount of 
Offering that overbore the balance and 
carried the price movement backwards, 
The extent of the recent advance evi- 
dently was, in itself, a main incentive 
to much of the‘selling which was spec- 
ulative profit-taking in large part.
